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FOREWORD 

Tribal development in the country has been vitiated due 
to presupposition. It is generally taken for granted that tribals 
are in the periphery of Indian society and outside the Indian 
psyche. It is also assued that the tribals need protection and 
they must be integrated into the Indian main stream. 

Scholars and administrators alike believed in the 19th. 
century that the tribals either had. no language or had limited 
languages. It was said for example, mat So:ra language had 
only 700 words. The term ‘culure of silence 9 came in handy 
to reinforce the above notion., 

Tribal languages are neither easy nor are they incomplete. 
Structurally they are as complex as the known major languages 
of India. They express all the nuances of tribal life and are 
capable of expressing any aspect of modern life if put to such 
use. 

The Central Institute of Indian Languages which has a 
major programme of studying tribal languages in all their 
psycho-social relations, has decided to produce a grammar, a 
dictionary, a volume of folklore and learning materials for 
children and adults in each language with a view to establish¬ 
ing bi-directional communication among the tribal and non- 
tribal communities. 

The present Apatani-English-Bindi Dictionary is the third 
to be published in our dictionary series. By providing 
Hindi and English glosses an attempt has been made to 
simultaneously expose the Apatani speakers to both the official 
and associate official languages of the country. We hope that 
the non-Apatani speakers who will have occasion to come in 
contact with them either in administration or for trade purposes 
will iind the dictionary useful.

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The tribal people in India have for long lived in isolatior 
except to be exposed for exploitation,, They have not partici¬ 
pated to their benefit in the socio-economic development of the 
country. To come out of their isolation, it is necessary for 
them to learn the language of the majority people around them 
and a number of them have done so. But this bridges the 
communication gap only in one way and the whole burden of 
building up this bridge is carried by the minority group. It is 
necessary, however, for developing mutual understanding and 
good-will, to increase bidirectional communication between the 
iribal people and the majority people, of the region. For this 
purpose, the majority people, especially those who come in 
contact with the tribal people for various reasons such as civil 
administration, security, social service, trade, etc., should learn 
their language. The dictionary, which forms part of the 
package consisting of phonetic reader, grammar and 
instructional materials, is prepared to help them in their learn¬ 
ing of the tribal language. 

The preparation of a dictionary in a tribal language is an 
important step for the codification of the language. Keeping 
this in view the entry in the tribal language is given in the 
script suggested for it. It is followed by phonemic transcrip¬ 
tion to aid pronunciation when the script is not based on 
Roman. The meanings are given in the language of the State 
where the tribal language is spoken and in English and where- 
ever possible, also in Hindi. This will help the literate tribal 
people in their learning these languages. The dictionary is 
followed by appendices of special lexical classes in the language 


in some cases. 



Though the dictionary is meant to be helpful for language 
learning, it is hoped that it will also be useful to linguists. The 
grammatical labels are based on the grammar of the language 
prepared in the Institute. 

Data for the dictionary were collected in the field 
primarily from one .informant by elicitation tl ~ough the word 
list prepared in the institute. They were then crosschecked 
with some other informants. The list of words may not be 
exhaustive and wc are trying to evolve methods to increase the 
words. Comments and suggestions passed on to us will be use- 
ful to improve our future publications in this series.

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INTRODUCTION 


On the language 

Apatani is the language spoken in the south central region 
of the Subansiri district in the Union Territory of Arunachal 
Pradesh. They are surrounded by Nishi speakers. The settle¬ 
ment of Apatani speakers is popularly known as the Apatani 
plateau. The Apatani area is marked in the map given in this 
book. The plateau is about 26 sq. km. and is surrounded 
by steep mountain ridges on all sides. It is connected to North 
Lakhimpur in Assam by road. The district head quarters is 
located in this plateau. 

According to 1971 census figures, there are 12888 Apatani 
speakers. Out of them there are only 724 literate persons. 
Apatani, which is closely related to Nishi, is classified as Abor- 
Miri-Dafla group of languages. (Dafla is the term used by 
outsiders to refer Nishi). It is a sub-group in the North Assam 
group in the Tibeto-Burman family of languages. Simon (1978) 
sub-groups them and establishes the Central sub-group which is 
the largest of any in the entire territory of Arunachal Pradesh. 
The number of people belonging to this sub-group is 221,136 
out of the total population of 369,408. The break-up is as 
follows :

Simon’s ‘ Apatani-an introduction ’ was the only book avai¬ 
lable on the language. The Central Institute of Indian 
Languages has taken up the descriptive analysis of the language 
in the late seventies, A Phonetic Reader and a Grammar 
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were prepared and the present dictionary forms a part of that 
project ft has not yet developed a writing system. The 
Apatani adult literacy primer published by the Central 
institute of Indian Languages, Mysore,, is in Devanagari script. 

The materials for the present work were collected during 
my field work in Apatani plateau, during October-December, 
19/5 and April-June, 1977. Messrs. Khoda Gyati (Reru 
village) and Tatu Tayung (Mudan Tage village) were my 
principal informants. Mr. Gyati was a student of the Govern¬ 
ment High School, Ziro and was a part time employee at the 
electrical office in Ziro, He was staying with his family 
members in Reru village. His grand father is very good at 
telling stories and singing the ayu (the traditional song of 
Apatani Community chanted at the time of performing pooja 
or celebrating festivals like Murung and Myoko). Mr. Tayung 
was also a student, at the same school at Ziro. He was the 
secretary of the Apatani Youth Association. Others with whom 
I had discussions on the Apatani language are Messrs. Hage 

Tadde (Cycle shop owner at Ziro township) Tasso Sai (working 
in the forest department of Arunacha! Government), Dani Dun 
(Medical student), Michi Tagia, Kago Chandra, Hage Tatum, 
Hage Tatung and Nani Challa (school teachers). All the 
entries were checked once again with Messrs. Hage Tatum and 
Hage Tatung after they were brought in the present shape. 


The dictionary and the entries 

The present Apatani-English-Hindi Dictionary is a peda¬ 
gogical one. The entries are given in the Devanagari script 
followed by the same .in Roman script. Then the grammatical 
category is indicated followed by classifier (in the case of those 
nouns which take specific classifiers). The English glosses are 
given first followed by the Hindi glosses. The entries are 
arranged in pan-Indian order of alphabet viz.,= <s\ t g, g, 

371, sr, 37, P, W, cf, T, % XT, S, ?T, P, T, 5f, *?, Through 
Apatani is a tonal language, the tone is marked in the entries 
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in the Roman script to enable the users to master the correct 
pronunciation. The abbreviations used are listed with their 
expansion below :

As far as possible one word equivalents are given as English 
and Hindi glosses. Wherever such equivalents fails to encapsu¬ 
late the semantic range of the Apatani entry, descriptive 
meaning is given. When a word belongs to more than one 
grammatical category, seperate entry for each category is 
given. Words having more than one meaning that are related 
are given in the same entry with the meanings numbered- 
Classifiers are used in Apatani. Those who learn Apatani as 
a second language may face difficulty in using the appropriate 
classifier. Hence ilie classifier is also given with those nouns 
which take specific classifiers. Other nouns take the generic 
numeral and hence the classifier is not given with those nouns. 


Special features 

The Apatani word formation is very productive. The verb 
particles are added to the verb to change the inherent 
semantic range. Since the derived from encapsulates a new 
semantic range it can even be considered as a new lexical item. 
For example, the verb stem m'u 'to do’ is converted to mtilyang 
‘repair’ by adding a regular verb particle lyang ‘rectify when 
something is not in sound condition’. Here the verbs for ‘do’ 
and ‘repair’ can be considered as separate lexical items. (See 
the appendix). Argument incorporation in the verbs also is 
noticed (see appendix).
